U.S. Secrets 
NEW YORK (AP) — The 
New York Times say that des­ 
pite the threat of injunction it 
"must respectfully decline” a 
Justice Department request to 
halt the publication of a secret 
Pentagon study of the Vietnam 
war. 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 
asked the newspaper in a tele­ 
gram Monday evening to re­ 
frain from further publication 
of the documents on the 
ground that it will cause “ir­ 
reparable injury to the defense 
interests of the United States.” 
The telegram arrived about 
an hour after Robert C. Mar­ 
dían, assistant attorney general 
in charge of the internal secur­ 
ity division, conveyed the de­ 
partment request to Harding F. 
Bancroft, executive vice presi­ 
dent of the Times. 
Mardian said that if the 
Times did not accede “the gov­ 
ernment would seek to enforce 
all 
applicable 
statutes, 
in­ 
cluding seeking an injunction to 
stop further publication,” a 
Justice Department spokesman 
said. 
In Washington today, Mitchell 
confirmed he would seek to 
block further publication of the 
secret documents. He said the 
Justice Department would file 
.for both a restraining order and 
an injunction in U.S. District 
Court, Manhattan. 
• The Justice Department said 
the complaint, as yet unfiled, 
names Times president and 
publisher Arthur Ochs Sulzber­ 
ger and 21 other editors, report­ 
ers and offices.

Guardsmen and police patrolled 
city streets today as tension ap­ 
peared to ease after two days 
of violence between authorities 
and crowds of young people. 
Police Capt. James LaRue 
said the parks were empty and 
the city was quiet. 
He said 281 persons were ar­ 
rested between 3:30 p.m. Mon­ 
day and 8 a.m. today. They 
were herded into Montessa 
Park Detention Center and the 
old city jail, reactivated to ac­ 
commodate the prisoners. 
Municipal Court Judge Harry 
Robins set bond for 270 of them 
but most still were in custody. 
Bond was set at $300 on each 
charge against those arrested. 
Since the trouble started in 
the city of 300,000 Sunday, more 
than 400 arrests have been 
made. 
In the first day of the disturb­ 
ance, 129 adults and many 
juveniles were jailed; 14 per­ 
sons were shot and wounded; 
dozens were injured, by flying 
debris, and some downtown 


area stores were looted and 
burned. 
The disturbances were touch­ 
ed off Sunday when police at­ 
tempted to arrest some young 
people in crowded Roosevelt 
Park for public drinking. 
At tht height of the renewed 
violence Monday afternoon 'po­ 
lice, state troopers and Nation­ 
al Guardsmen routed a cursing, 
missile-hurling crowd from the 
park. 
Young people massed in the 
park hurled gasoline bombs 
and other missiles at the police 
and guarda men, who responded 
with tear gas and a charge that 
sent most of the crowd .in re­ 
treat. Police made 100 arrests. 
The confrontation came at 
Chicano Hill in the park. Chi­ 
ca no is the name given to Mex- 
ican-Americans. 
Five persons, including two 
guardsmen, were injured dur­ 
ing the clash at the park and a 
disturbance 
with 
marching 
young people earlier Monday 
on a corner of the University of 
New Mexico campus. 
One young man was shot in 
the back by police in the 
campus area, police said. He 
was reported, in serious condi­ 
tion. 
“After the combined efforts 
of

law 
enforcement 
agencies, including the New 
Mexico National Guard, the 
park has been cleared,” Deputy 
Police Chief Don Daniel said 
Monday night. “It is quiet,”

darkness,

came the fires. Guardsmen and 
police patroled city streets but 
reported no organized disturb­ 
ances involving large groups. 
Early today fire officials re­ 
ported eight fires burning and 
attributed most to firebombs 
thrown from cars. 
“It’s much, much worse than 
Sunday night,” Ray Kuhn, city 
fire chief, told newsmen. He 
said a number of bomb threats 
also had been reported. 
“We’ve had 24 fire alarms 
since 6 p.m.," he said. The only 
major blaze was reported at an 
apartment construction site on 
the outskirts of the city.

Race To Be 


At Madison

MADISON, Ind. (AP) — Call 
it the World Series of boat rac­ 
ing or the Super Bowl of speed 
boats. Call it what you will, but 
the Gold Cup is coming to 
Madison. 
The American Power Boat 
Association’s 61st annual Gold 
Cup race—the world champion­ 
ship event on a 10-race pro­ 
gram for 1971—will be held here 
over the Fourth of July week­ 
end. 
A field of 15 unlimited hydro­ 
planes is expected along with 
about 80,000 spectators who will 
line the banks of the Ohio River 
to watch one of the most color­ 
ful spectacles in sports. 
Unlimited 
hydroplanes 
are 
the world’s fastest boats, hit­ 
ting 150 miles per hour in the 
straightaways 
and there 
are 
virtually no limits on the size 
of the engine or the boat. The 
only size rule is that the boats 
must be at least 28 feet long. 
For 20 years, this city of 
about 13,000 persons has played 
host to the screaming thunder- 
boats in the annual Indiana 
Governor’s 
Cup 
Race. 
This 
year, the Gold Cup is an added 
bonus for the spectators which 
the officials of the Madison 
race won in a tight runoff with 
Pittsburgh, Detroit and Wash­ 
ington, D.C. 
The Gold Cup and the Gov­ 
ernor’s Cup, which will be the 
semifeature this year, will be 
only the crowning portion of an 
entire week of galas, qualifying 
and events known as the Madi­ 
son Regatta. 
Hydroplane racing is a very 
personal thing to many of the 
residents of this southeastern 
Indiana city. Madison is the 
only city in the United States 
to own an unlimited boat. 
The Miss Madison boat on 
this year’s racing circuit is the 
second to be owned by the city. 
She is piloted by Jim McCor­ 
mick of Owensboro, Ky., and is 
a point of great civic pride. 
A member of the committee 
arranging the events of the Re­ 
gatta said, “It’s almost as if 
everyone in town owned a piece 
of that boat. It’s a real love af­ 
fair and the whole (Regatta) is 
a community project. I don’t 
know of anybody in Madison 
who doesn’t contribute in one 
way or another.” 
The same boat—Miss Budwei- 
ser, driven by veteran Cheno- 
w eth—won last year's Gold Cup 
Race at San Diego, Calif., and 
the Indiana Governor’s Cup. 
Both races will be on Sunday, 
July 4 this year. The July 3 
program will include five clas­ 
ses 
of 
limited 
hydroplanes. 
Qualifications for the Gold Cup 
will be held Tuesday through 
Friday of Regatta week.

Dub 
Hill 
spoke of one attribute of the 
current administration as '“ sta­ 
bility of government.” 
Hats off to former President 
Harry S. Truman, now 87 years 
old. I have always respected 
him for his forthright speech. 
Presenting Medals of Honor, 
Truman often said he would 
rather have it than be president. 
Thirteen bills to change the 
requirements 
from 
“ service 
above and beyond the call of 
duty in Combat” were introduc­ 
ed in order to award it to Tru­ 
man. He rejected the proposals. 
No medal is needed to enshrine 
him in history, and the Medal of 
Honor retains its luster.

Capitol Flag 
Changed Many 
Times Daily 


WASHINGTON (AP) — For a 
large 
part 
of 
nearly 
every 
working day one American flag 
after another is run up a pole 
over the U.S. Capitol, allowed 
to flutter for a second or two 
then lowered. 
There is no special occasion 
being 
marked. 
The 
activity, 
which takes up several hours, 
is to satisfy requests to mem­ 
bers of Congress by the folks 
back home for flags that have 
flown over the venerable build­ 
ing. 
According to Philip Roof, ex­ 
ecutive assistant to the Capitol 
architect, 
the demand 
is 
so 
great each flag is limited to a 
quick up-and-down. 
Some days hundreds of flags 
are flown, Roof said, with the 
total 
last 
year 
reaching 
a 
record 31,700. 
There were 23,700' flown in 
1969 and 21,000 in 1968. From 
1937 through 1970, 226,568 flags 
were flown. 
Through May this year, 11,185 
flags were flown. 
The largest number of flags 
flown in a single day was on 
July 4 1960, when more than 5,- 
000 were flown. This was after 
Hawaii 
and 
Alaska 
became 
states and the 50-star flag be­ 
came official. 
Flags for constituents are not 
flown in rain nor snow nor 
when Capitol flags are at half- 
staff. 
Constituents writing for flags 
must send checks for payment. 
The flag is purchased from a 
Capitol 
stationary 
shop 
and 
sent to the architect’s office. 
Constituents may ask for 3-by-5 
or 5-by-8 foot flags. The 3-by-5 
flag costs $3,39, the 5*by-8 $6.22. 
After it is flown, the flag and 
a letter signed by Architect of 
the Capitol George M. White is 
sent to the constitutent attesting 
the flag was flown over the 
Capitol on a certain date. 
Veterans Are 
Returning 


To School 


The number of veterans re­ 
turning to classroom studies is 
steadily increasing according to 
J.C. Robinson, Director of the 
Indianapolis Veteran Adminis­ 
tration Regional Office. 
Mr. Robison explained that 
the difficulty in obtaining suit­ 
able employment may be large­ 
ly responsible for the increase 
in school enrollment, but equal­ 
ly responsible may be the vet­ 
erans realization that education 
and training is definitely need­ 
ed in the highly competitive em­ 
ployment market. 
Of particular interest is the 
fact that the new Day Adult 
High School, 908 W. North Stree 
Indianapolis, is attracting many 
veterans who entered military 
service prior to completion of 
their high school. At the pre­ 
sent time nearly one-fifth of the 
entire school enrollment consists 
of veterans. The Day Adult High 
School offers three full semes­ 
ters during the year, thus en­ 
abling a veteran to obtain his 
high school diploma as quickly 
as possible. 
Robinson reported that as of 
April 30, 19.683 veterans, eligi­ 
ble wives of deceased veterans, 
and war orphans in Indiana are 
taking advantage of their edu­ 
cational benefits either by at­ 
tending school or pursuing on- 
the-job or apprentice training. 
Any veteran who wants to 
return to school, or pursue some 
type of training should contact 
the Veterans Administration Re­ 
gional Office, 36 South Pennsyl­ 
vania Street, Indianapolis, Indi­ 
ana for complete information re­ 
garding benefits.

Pa., canoe in­ 
structor who washed ashore in 
Cuba May 22 while trying to 
paddle a canoe from Key West,

Co-operation between a pri­ 
vate conservation organization, 
a Federal agency and two States 
is resulting in the purchase of 
more than 6300 acres of import­ 
ant waterfowl and wildlife areas 
along the Ohio River. 
The federal agency playing 
the major role in this wildlife - 
saving operation is the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers — an 
agency that has often been the 
target of conservationists be­ 
cause it builds dams, canals 
and other construction projects 
that affetc the natural environ­ 
ment. This time, however, the 
Corps came in for warm praise 
from the conservationists, and 
both sides agreed the project 
was an indication their relation­ 
ships are improving.

The Veterans Administration 
today announced 41,611 veterans 
and servicemen had trained un­ 
der the current G.I. Bill in In­ 
diana as the biH’s fifth anni­ 
versary rolled around on June 
I. 
J.C. Robinson, Director of the 
Indianapolis Regional Office, al­ 
so noted that nationally, 1,100,- 
000 were job-training and study­ 
ing at college level and below 
at the end of the school year. 
Robinson said 2,500,000 veter­ 
ans and servicemen have train­ 
ed under the current bill so far, 
compared to 2,391,000 under the 
Korean Conflict Bill during its 
13-year history. 
Of the 41,611, current G.I. Bill 
trainees in Indiana, 40,269 were 
veterans, and 1,342 were serv­ 
icemen. Veteran trainees follow­ 
ed the national pattern of gen­ 
erally heavier enrollment in in­ 
stitutions of higher learning as 
compared to below college level 
training and on-the-job training. 
Robinson said 20,396 veterans 
studied in institutions of higher 
learning, 16,402 trained below 
college level, and 3,471 took on- 
the-job training. 
However, 
servicemen 
who 
trained in Indiana deviated from 
the pattern of heavier enroll­ 
ment in institutions of higher 
learning, he observed. 
Only 
574 servicemen 
have 
studied at this level under the 
current G.I. Bill, compared to 
768 below college level. 
. He pointed out that California 
leads the nation in the number 
of trainees under the current 
bill with 383,400. New York is 
second with 168.400, followed by 
Texas with 138,900, and Pennsy­ 
lvania with 123,400. 
Veterans and servicemen be­ 
come eligible for educational 
benefits after separation from 
service under other than dishon­ 
orable conditions with at least 
181 days of active military duty, 
any part of it after January 31, 
1955. 
Veterans also are eligible if 
released because of a service- 
connected disability. 
The VA Regional Office Dir­ 
ector 'urged veterans and serv­ 
icemen interested in education­ 
al benefits to contact their near­ 
est VA office, or their local vet­ 
erans service organization re­ 
presentative. 
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is the National Audubon Society 
and the two states are Indiana 
and Kentucky.

John L, Franson, called on L i 
Col. John T. Rhett, Jr., Louis­ 
ville District Engineer, and ask­ 
ed whether the Corps’ need to 
acquire flooding rights could al­ 
so be used to bring these ad­ 
ditional lands under the control 
of the state agencies. A little 
flooding, he said, won’t bother 
ducks. 
Franson also stressed the im­ 
portance of acting fast. The 
wildlife value of the privately 
held lands along the river has 
been threatened by timbering 
and other developments by the 
owners. 
The meeting led to a series of 
discussions between Army En­ 
gineer planners, state wildlife 
officials and Audubon wildlife 
experts. As a result the project 
was arranged so that the Corps 
will buy the lands, then license 
the state agencies to manage 
them 
for wildlife 
purposes— 
as feeding, mating, sanctuary 
and hunting areas. The Corps 
already has options on much of 
the Indiana part of the project, 
2240 acres around the Hovey 
Lake State Game facility, and 
has begun writing legal descrip­ 
tion and making appraisals in 
Kentucky, where some 4085 ac­ 
res is being acquired around 
Powell’s Lake, Highland Creek 
and Grassy Pond. 
In short, Col. Rhett pointed 
out, the plan has been 'worked, 
out so that in addition to serv­ 
ing the Corps’ navigational pur­ 
poses it is also rounding out two 
valuable wildlife preserves on 
both sides of the Ohio. 
The Colonel added that it has 
always been official Corps of 
Engineer policy to co-operate 
where possible in such projects, 
but that recently a special ef­ 
fort has been made to open 
communication lines with con­ 
servation groups and all areas 
of the public. He and Franson 
agreed: “When we get together 
early in the project, as we did 
this time we have the best 
chance of coming up with the 
best answer.’*

3,440 Given 
Diplomas At 
Purdue Sunday 
LAFAYETTE, Ind. (AP) - 
Purdue University graduates 
were told Sunday by retiring 
president Dr. Frederick L. Hov- 
de awareness and concern alone 
will not provide the answer to 
today’s problems. 
“You are the ‘aware’ genera­ 
tion, and you are certainly a 
‘concerned’ generation,” Hovde 
said in his final commencement 
address. “Awareness of and con­ 
cern with the human problems 
of our times are a starting point 
in the search for solutions, but 
awareness and concern are not 
enough in themselves.” 
Hovde said progress toward a 
better and happier world re­ 
quires “new ideas, planning, or­ 
ganization, and the full coordi­ 
nation of all the power vested 
in our political and social insti­ 
tutes. 
“However, there is one simple 
thing that each of you can do 
if you are truly concerned: that 
is to try to improve the quality 
of your own life style.” 
The president urged the grad­ 
uates to think objectively and 
analytically about problems, re­ 
jecting wishful thinking, empty 
slogans, false promise, and crit­ 
ics and gripers with nothing con­ 
structive to offer. 
“It seems to me,” Hovde told 
the 3,440 graduates, “that that 
part of your education which you 
owe to others is a personal obli­ 
gation which you will best repay 
to society for the rest of your 
wo: king life by doing the world s 
work better than it has ever 
been done before... 
“Your student years at the 
university gave you a ringside 
seat to observe, discuss, and 
even participate in the turmoil, 
violence, and other outward 
manifestations of social unrest 
and dissatisfaction that affect 
the lives and welfare of all of 
us.”The Purdue board of trustees 
Saturday conferred on Hovde 
the title of president emeritus 
of the university. The honor was 
the last act of the board in Hov- 
de’s final board meeting in his 
more than quarter of a century 
at Purdue’s helm.
